The Chairman extended a warm welcome to members, this 
being the first meeting of the Executive for 1983. 


The Minutes of the Executive Committee meeting held on 

l December 1982 having been circulated were taken as read 
and received and the Chairman was authorised to sign them 
as a true and correct record. 


MATTERS ARISING: Mr I. Berry reported that Mr Russell Berry had

prepared an article for the Kiwifruit Journal (October 
issue) and this had been submitted to the editor on time. 
However, as the editor had a surfeit of material the 
article had not been included and would not be included 
in a subsequent issue as it would be out of date. 


General discussion took place at this stage of the 
meeting on the return to beekeepers from the hiring of 
hives to the kiwifruit industry. It was finally agreed 
that an endeavour be made to have Mr Berry's article 
included in the Kiwifruit Journal in October this year 
(1983). 


Acknowledgement to the Invermay Agricultural Research 
Centre and request that the Executive be kept advised of 
developments in its research programme. 


Acknowledgement to QANTAS concerning their information on 
the provision of honey in flight. Mr Lyttle reported 
that the Co-operative was still pursuing the matter of 
provision of New Zealand honey to the airline. 


The Bureau of Primary Information declining to place them 
on the Association's mailing list. 


The Nelson Branch approving the initial arrangements for 
the Annual Conference. 


Advice to Agpress concerning the availability of "The 
Story of Bees and Honey". 


Advice to Branches regarding the availability of "The 
Story of Bees and Honey. During the discussion it was 


agreed that the minimum requirement for an order be 
deleted but that all copies issued be charged for.

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Adjournment: 


Correspondence with Mr Lawson Robertson concerning 
education was discussed later in the meeting when 
Mr Murray Reid was in attendance. 


The meeting noted correspondence in respect of the 
Telford Farm Training Institute and a letter from the 
Agricultural Training Council in respect of the 
development of the Apiary Unit at Telford. 


A letter from the Minister of Agriculture to Mr R.M. Gray, 
M.P., Concerning the adverse seasonal conditions being 
experienced by beekeepers in the Otago and Southland 
areas, and the assistance available from the Rural Bank. 
It was agreed that copies of the letter be made available 
to Branch Secretaries for their information and assistance 
in respect of other adverse seasonal conditions that may 
be experienced. 


This matter was again discussed later in the meeting when 
consideration was given to the.prices of sugar and it was 
agreed to draw to the attention of Branches the availability 
of a manufacturer's agreement with the sugar company, which 
at present provided for a 12 tonne per annum minimum 
purchase at a rate of $26.30 less a 2.7% discount. 


Correspondence to and from the Marlborough Branch in resped 
of hives as securities for loans. 


The meeting noted a letter from the planning executive of 
the NZ Kiwifruit Authority and in particular the reference 
to the recent visit of Professor Cameron Jay. It was 
agreed that a suitable gift to an approximate value of 
$100 be sent to the Professor from the Beekeepers' 
Association in appreciation of his contribution to this 
industry during his visit to New Zealand. 


Correspondence with the National Dairy Association seeking 
a list of members to enable them to undertake a market 
survey in respect of a honey extractor they were 
contemplating manufacturing, was discussed. It was 
agreed that they be advised that a list of beekeepers 
could be obtained from the Ministry of Agriculture, or, 

as an alternative, they could advertise in the Journal or 
make contact with other distributors, but that in the 
opinion of the Executive, the product would have a limited 
market. 


The meeting noted correspondence between the Secretary 
and the Chairman concerning the Annual Report. 


A request from Mr and Mrs May, Balclutha, for an exemption 
from the 1983 hive levy payment. It was agreed that under 
the Regulations, the Association did not have the power 
to grant an exemption, but could grant a deferment, and 
it was agreed that payment of the levy could be deferred 
until 31 May without attracting the 10% penalty, but if the 
levy remained unpaid after that date the 10% penalty would 


apply. 


The meeting noted correspondence between the Secretary 
and Mr Stuckey concerning HMA meeting expenses. 


The meeting adjourned at 12.35 pm for lunch and 
re-convened at 1.25 pm. 
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DISCUSSIONS WITH MURRAY REID: 


The meeting discussed with Mr Reid the collection of the 

hive levy and Executive Committee members' concern at possibl 
discrepancies. The meeting also considered the report on 
the hive levy collection, prepared by the Secretary. 


It was noted that it was a legal requirement for the number 
of hives on each site to be included in the return supplied 
to the Ministry. 


It was agreed that the Association's letters concerning 
hive levy eligibility etc be re-drafted to draw to members' 
attention the legal requirement in respect of this levy. 


It was further agreed that the Secretary prepare a list of 
members with over 1200 hives each, and that this list be 
circulated in confidence to members of the Executive prior 
to its next meeting. a 


The meeting considered a report received from Mr Lawson 
Robertson, also the appointment of Mr Nick Wallingford to the 
Bay of Plenty Community College and his desire to develop 
téaching materials and demonstration equipment for the 
industry. It was agreed that a letter of congratulation be 
sent to Mr Wallingford on his appointment and that the 
Association donate a supply of the publication "The Story of 
Bees and Honey", and Mr Stuckey undertook to make these 
available from the bulk supply which he had. 


Further to the Minutes of the 23 September meeting (page 8) 

it was agreed that Mr Lorimer would now replace Mr I. Berry 

on the Education Committee and that the opportunity be taken 
at Conference for the Committee to have discussions with 

Mr Wallingford. 


Mr Reid reported that the seminar at the Conference would be 
on pollen and pollination and to the best of his knowledge 
most of the speakers had been confirmed. 


...) In respect of the visit of Professor Cameron Jay: 


(a) The Kiwifruit Authority had met the cost of both his 
internal and external travel 


(b) The inbalance of research - honeybees, other bees 
(c) A meeting in Auckland re pollination 


Mr Reid reported that Allan Heath was working in conjunction 
with Mr Pat Clinch, although there was still no back-up for 
Mr Clinch in respect of disease diagnosis, his Head Office 
was however having discussions with the DSIR at Mount Albert 
for assistance in this respect. 


Mr Reid reported that there was no firm arrangement for the 
Rural Bank to discuss with MAF Advisory Officers requests 
made to the Rural Bank for assistance. 


It was agreed that a l6mm film, Brood Diseases of the Honey 
Bee, be obtained, and that this together with the slides 
already ordered, be made available to Mr Reid for 
evaluation as soon as received. 


It was further suggested that, if possible, the film be 
obtained on an approval basis with the right of return. 
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Some discussion took place concerning the London Sunday Times 
article which was tabled at this meeting, on under/over 
representation as to content description of honey, and 
correspondence which Mr Reid had received from the United 
Kingdom on the same subject. 

Mr Lyttle reported on the Honeydew Association meeting in 
Christchurch arranged by Mr John Smith to discuss the problem 
of the location of hives. Particular concern had been 
expressed at the thoughlessness of the producer(s) involved 
in this instance. 


It was further noted later in the meeting that Mr Smith was 
writing an article in respect of this problem and it was 
suggested that, if at all possible, a copy be made available 
for inclusion in the Journal. 


Mr Stuckey reported on the work being undertaken by 

Dr Sutherland of the Auckland Medical School concerning 
bee venom therapy, and it was agreed later in the meeting 
that Mr Walton would approach Dr Sutherland for an article 
for inclusion in the Journal. 


INDUSTRY TRUST: á 


Mr David Kay of Hutchison Hull & Co, addressed the members 

on the present situation in respect of the dissolution of the 
HMA and the establishment of the Trust. He commented on the 
requirement of the Inland Revenue Department for an 

amendment in respect of the distribution of funds on the 
winding up of theTrust am the typing inaccuracies in 

respect of the document received. In addition, detailed 
requirements for further information had been received from 
the Ministry of Agriculture & Fisheries, National Archives 
and Treasury. 


The funds over and above the $600,000 made available to 
the Co-operative had been invested at 13% at call. 


General discussion took place concerning the completion of 
the exercise, particularly in respect of the signing of the 
Trust Deed by the Trustees, one of whom would be overseas 
until August.

He would have no responsibility 
in respect of the preparation or acquisition of such material.

EDUCATION: 


Messrs Lyttle and Cloake also undertook to approach Radio 
New Zealand, Timaru, to ascertain what material might be 
available in respect of tapes and cassettes on beekeeping. 


Mr Stuckey reported that he had been unable, at this stage, 
to make contact with Ann Grace at the Mount Albert DSIR 
concerning the exchange of information, but he would pursue 
this matter and report to the next meeting. 


The meeting had noted earlier the comments of Mr Reid concern 
ing the availability of Mr Clinch to the industry, having 
regard to the letter received from MAF as to Mr Clinch's 
involvement with kiwifruit research. 


The meeting noted advices from Federated Farmers concerning 
the Pesticides Regulations 1983. 


The meeting noted advices in respect of the 29th Congress of 
Apimondia. 

The meeting was advised that Mr Reid would be available to 
attend future meetings of the Executive and that communi- 
cations in respect of any invitation could be sent direct to 
him. g 

The meeting noted correspondence in respect of the insurance 
of the Library and the Chairman undertook to discuss this 
matter with Mr Heineman and also the adequate storage of 
books of value. 


It was further agreed that as soon as the cost of binding 
issues of the Journal had been ascertained, that this be 
conveyed to the Executive Committee members for a postal 
decision. 


The meeting noted an analysis undertakm by Mr Matheson of the 
content of the "NZ Beekeeper". 


It was agreed that the Association did not at present have 
funds available to advertise in the Burnham House Publishing 
Ltd book "Good New Zealand Food" but that this matter be 
reviewed the following year. 


In respect of correspondence from the Accident Compensation 
Corporation concerning bee stings, the Committee questioned 
whether bees were more vicious or more toxic. It was noted 
however that there were a lot more bees about especially in 
the urban areas. The easy availability of antihistamine 
pills was commented on, and the breeding of more docile 
Queen bees was discussed. It was agreed to await comment 
from Mr Clinch on the subject. 


The meeting adjourned at 6.07 pm and re-convened at 9.06 am 
on Thursday 31 March. 


The meeting noted the full report received from Mr Lawson 
Robertson and the Committee expressed its appreciation for 
this report, and it was agreed that copies be made available 
to Messrs Cloake and Lorimer. 


It was further agreed that when the draft was available from 
the New Zealand Tree Crop Association, that this be supplied 
to all members of the Executive.

Mr Reid reported that in respect of the visit of 

Dr Shimanuki the Ministry would be unable to finance 
the air fares but various alternatives could be made 
available. A decision on this matter would not be 
until after the return towards the end of the month, 
of Mr G. Miller from the United States. It was 
anticipated that Dr Shimanuki would be here for from 
2 to 3 months in January, February, March 1984 and 
Mr Reid was advised that the Association would be 
prepared to provide sufficient funds, if necessary, 
to meet Dr Shimanuki's air fares.

Mr Reid further indicated that as a result of a 
previous Court case it appeared that branding of hives 
was not sufficient identification as each component 

of the hive had to be identified. It was agreed 

that a letter be sent to Branches in respect of hive 
branding and also an article be prepared for the 
Journal, recommending that as much as possible of a 
hive be branded as a precaution against theft, and also 
in the event of use as loan security. In respect of 
the sale of branded hives an appropriate Bill of Sale/ 
Contract document be drawn up identifying the hives 
sold. 


The meeting noted advice from the Ministry concerning 
legislation for Apiary Sites and during general 
discussion on this topic, Mr Reid indicated that sites 
in orchards and other pollination situations should 

be registered as "temporary" or "seasonal" sites. 


Further general discussion took place concerning the 
use of sulphur as an alternative to cynogas.

It is a matter of judgement and circumstances 
prevailing at the time which determines the 
course of action taken by the inspector. Un- 
fortunately, some beekeepers have not proven 
reliable when they are left to destroy their 
diseased hives themselves. It may be necessary 
for MAF_ inspectors to carry out more of the 
destruction work in certain areas." 


The meeting noted advice from the Ministry that 
they did not have the money, nor resources 
available to undertake research work on wasp 
baits, and advised that most beekeepers found 
the mixing of Mirex insecticide with dry icing 
sugar, marmalade, meat or fish to be effective. 


The President undertook to communicate with Mr 
Kevin Bateman concerning his research project 
into both the German wasp and the yellow jacket, 
which he is at present undertaking at Victoria 
University. 


The meeting noted advice from the Agricultural 
Pest Destruction Council that it is their policy 
for staff to destroy wasp nests and that a circ- 
ular had been sent to all Pest Destruction Boards 
asking that field staff destroy or report any 
nests found.
